The court did not pass upon the con- 
stitutionality of the law, but held that 
it. was inoperat ve because of a blunder 
of the legislature in tho wording of the 
penal clause of the act. 
The 
court 
holds that before there may be a con- 
viction under section txo, three or four 
the indictment or information 
must 
charge the violation of all the provis- 
ions of the BFCC£.ion under which the 
charge is made. 
In other words, ii 
a dealer violates one or more of the 
provisions of either of these 
sections 
and does not violate all the provisions 
of such section he cannot be convicted 
of any of them. 
The penal clause in 
section four, which also applies to sec- 
tions two and three, reads as follows: 
"Upon conviction for the violation of 
this or either of the foregoing sections," 
etc 
As an illustration of the effect of 
the opinion section twu may be cited. 
There are three separate and distinct 
ofienees contained therein, as follows: 
•'Prohibiting any other husinesB in ihe 
same room with a saloon, prohibiting 
any device for amusement or music, 
and prohibiting partitions." The court 
holds that if the dealer violates either 
one or two of these and not the third, 
under the wording of the penal clause 
in section four, ho cannot be convicted 
of any of them. 
The state gave notice 
of appeal to the supreme court. 
Lamb 
and 3easley and 
Hamill rsprecented 
the contestants and Prosecutor Huston 
the state. 


lu eommecting upon the defective- 
ness of the penal clause in the law the 
court ea.'d: 
"It is well enough for lay- 
men to stand and abuse the courts for 
falling to sustain laws passed 
by

legislature through what theso laymen 
are pleased to denominate 
technicali- 
ties, but it is far better that men's 
rights and liberties should be protected 
by the integrity of the courts by hold- 
ing strict conetruction in passing upon 
the provisions of criminal enactments, 
thus 
rendering the criminal laws of 
our country stable and uniform, 
than 
that a species of carelessness and loose- 
ness, or ignorance in many 
cases, be 
upheld in legislators, who have come, 
it seems, in later years to regard more, 
it is feared, the interests of private ron. 
cerns, rather than the interests of the 
general public, which they are sent and 
sworn to represent; and if it is the pub 
lie will, and n 
is right they should 
that a malady such as this one should 
he regulated and restrained, thf y must 
send representatives to make their laws 
with both the capacity and integrity to 
draft them and the moral courage to 
enact 
them 
when properly 
draftedi 
and, until this is done, let no man cen- 
sure courts or justice for striking down 
in eliVot the provision of a law attempt 
ed.

Dr. Frederick Thayer, wh'j has been 
conducting a lying-in hospital on Short 
street, Bloomiogdale, for some time 
past, was this morning sent to jail by 
Mayor Oakley in default of $300 bail, 
charged with cruelty to an infant. 


Dr. Thpyer haa been ia trouble be- 
fore in this city, and his present arrest 
is due to an affidavit, which was yester- 
day sworn to by John Archer, charging 
the doctor with being guilty of produc- 
ing an abortion. 


T H E SEXTINEL stated last evening that 
the 
neighbors 
had 
heard fearful 
screams from the direction of 
Dr. 
Thayer's home, aid bei^ore the day was 
over the doctor was locked up at pohce 
station. 


About noon yesterday Mr. 
Archer 
went before Justice Boben and ewore 
out a warrant for the arrest of the doc- 
tor on the charge stated. 
The warrant 
was put into the hands of Deputy Sher- 
iff Melching. who started to the place 
with the intention of executing it. 
At 
the corner o? Harrison and 
Superior 
streets he encountered the doctor going 
towards town on a bicycle. 
He was 
halted and the warrant was read to 
him by the officer. 
He made no objec- 
tion to tha arrest, but asserted his 
innocence. 
He accompinied the offi- 
cer to the hospital, and, on being made 
acquainted with the nature of 
the 
charge, produced the baby, a healthy 
boy. 
Questioned as to the whereabouts 
of the mother, he stated that she was 
in another house, some yeris distant, 
and conducted the officers to the place. 
The male companion who had accom- 
panied the woman to the institute was 
found here and stated that she was his 
wife and that there was no foundation 
for the charge contained in the affi 
davit. 
The officers then left and in- 
formed Humane Agent 
Sch^audroff 
that the baby was being shamefully 
neglected. 


Mr. Schlaudroff made an investiga- 
tion and found that the child, immedi- 
ately after its birth, had been separated 
from the mother and had been left to 
shift for itself without any 
attention 
whatever, being simply wrapped in a 
comfort and laid on a bed. 


The doctor was. therefore, rearrested 
OQ the warrant charging him 
with 
cruelty. 
The child was given into the

hearted neighbor, and the doctor, after 
some resistance, taken to the station 
house and locked up 


This morning he was interviewed by 
a SENTINEL representative in his cell. 
He said he had about given up keeping 
a hospital but that the couple had 
come to him a few days ago from To 
ledo. 
He claimed they were married. 
The doctor said that his attorney, Mr. 
Aiken, was out of the city. 


When arraigned before his honor he 
plead not guilty and the case was set 
for trial tomorrow morning.

fault of bond the doctor went to jail, 
riding in the patrol.

During police court it was reported 
to the police that Dr. Thayer had a 
large crematory on his premises for dis- 
posing of bodies and the officers at 
once went over to the hospital and 
made a thorough investigation. 
They

An oli kettle filled with a sticky sub- 
stance rebembling tar was found on a 
small furnace, but this was used for the 
preparation of some of Dr. Thayer's 
proprietary medicines or some like use. 
At any rate, nothing was found which 
could in any way be construed as sen- 
sational.

Lights can be seen flasii« 
ing about the old house from half » 
mile away. Bloody ropes are drawn 
back and forth across the roof of the 
bouse by invisible hands in such a maa-, 
ner as to produce most unearthly and 
heartrending sounds. 
Gory head« and - 
ghostly faces play hide and seek abotti 
the nooks and corners of the old placft. 


"Gaunt figures in white flowing robca 
march with stately, measured tread 
around the house, or sometime assem- 
ble round a pile of human bones and 
sing a chant so weird and awful that 
those who have heard it haye fled in 
frenzied terror.

The supernatural 
manifestations are said to be growing 
in frequency and it is feared the neigh* 
borhood may soon be rendered unin- 
habitable by these ghostly visitations."

More about the present day Indians 
of the United States than was ever told 
in a booK before is contained in the 
fiaal census report just issued from the 
government printing oflSce. It forms 
an immense quarto volume of 683 
pages, profusely illustrated with origi- 
nal photo engravings and sketches in 
colors, and was prepared by Thomas 
Donaldson, of Philadelphia, the an- 
tiquarian and Indian expert. 


In the report the total Indian popu- 
lation of the United States in 1890 is 
set down as 248,253, not including the 
32052 Indians of Alaska. Of these 
248.253, the males are stated to cum-

Those living on ^^servations number 
133 417, of who^jar^ 785 receive rations 
from the go^i^rnment, and 98 632 earn 
their oyr'n living through farming, herd- 
ing toot digging, horse raising, fidhing 
iid huntit)g 
The Indians who are 
classed as citizens taxed or taxable 
cumber 58 806, and these, with the 
self supporting Indians on reservations 
and the five civilized tribes and the nix 
nations, of New York, make a total of 
212,^00 self-supporting. The five civil- 
ized tribes in the Indian territory and 
the other Indians living with them 
aggregate 50,055 souls, and the six na- 
tions, of New York, number 5,407 souls. 


The reservation Indians are located 
in twenty different states and territor- 
ies, and include about 147 tribes or 
parts of tribes, occupying about 78 000,- 
000 acres of unalloted land, much of it 
desert. 
The reservations are embraced 
within fifty-four agencies, and are each 
cootrolled by the pi evident, with a 
complete civic administration, pbysi 
ciauB, clerks, school teachers, farmers 
and mechanics. 
There are about 3 000 
white employes on the reservations. 
Some of the agencies are controlled 
by army oflBcers with a force of sol- 
diers. 
The Indian police force con- 
sists of 770 Indian policemen, incluiing 
officers. 


The great bulk of the Indians are 
now found on our outermost frontiers. 
Tnus 51,279 live in the Indian territory, 
29.981 live in Arizona, 18,854 in South 
Dokota, 16,624 in California, 15.044 in 
New Mexico. 13.177 m Oklahoma. 11,- 
206 in Montana, 11181 in Washington 
and 10.096 in Minnesota. 


National Finance» Improving;. 


July ends with the cash balance in 
the 
United 
States treasury 
within 
$1,000,000 of the amount held at the be- 
ginning of the month. 
The semi- 
annual interest payments, and the 
other extra expenditures which always 
come in July, were expected to make 
the expenses of the government several 
millions more than the receipts, but 
the improvement in the revenues has 
been suflScient to keep the July deficit 
below $1,000,000. 
The snarling critics 
of the administration, who declared 
that the good showing for J une was 
made by postponing payments which 
should have been made io that month 
until July, will find it difficult to ex- 
plain how the July expenditures were 
kept so near the month's revenues. To 
the unprejudiced the case is a simple 
one. 
The government is being man- 
aged economically and the improve- 
ment in general business is increasing 
the revenues of the treasury 
from 
nearly every source. 


It is probable that from this time 
forward every month's receipts will be 
more than sufficient to meet the ex- 
penditures and that there will be no 
more monthly deficits for the treasury 
department to report to the country. 


The gold reserve has fluctuated but 
slightly during the month. 
The trear- 
ury holds today 107} millions in gold 
available for the redemption of treasury 
notes and "legal tenders,"' besides about 
fifty millions against which gold certifi- 
cates have been issued. 
There is no 
disposition anywhere to send notes to 
the treasury <or redemption. 
Bankers 
are still inclined to hold gold and make 
payments to the government in other 
forms of money, but that disposition 
also will vanish when the fundi in 
banks get into use in the natural course 
of business and a fair proportion of pay- 
ments to the government will be made 
in gold, so that the gold reserve may be 
expected to increase slowly, but steadi- 
ly, before very long. 
That will still 
farther strengthen confidence, already 
well established by the maintenance of 
the reserve above 100 millions for some 
months past. 


The government's financial difficul- 
ties are at an end. 
There will be no 
more deficits, and no more need of ex- 
traordinary measures to maintain the 
stability of the national currency, and 
everybody is glad of it except tbe pessi- 
mists and partisans who would rather 
see the national treasury in straits than 
to see their theories of finance and 
trade so ingloriously overturned by the 
stern logic of events 


Child Street Cleaners. 


It is said that Colonel George E. 
Waring's street sweepers in New York 
city, with their white linen costume, 
trousers, skirted blouses, cap and all of 
the same immacnlate color, need only 
an American Beauty rose in their blouse 
lapels to make them complete. Perhaps 
the mnuicipal authorities will make an 
appropriation for this soon. Meantime, 
however, the aesthetic colonel has insti- 
tuted one kind of street cleaning which 
will meet the approval of everybody. 
The plan was suggested by a street in- 
spector, Alexander S. Drescher. A corps 
of juvenile volunteeer street cleaners 
has been organized, whose business it is 
to see that rubbish is not thvowu into 
the highways. If a dandy is in t'.,e act 
of pitching a cigarette stump upon the 
pavement, the small boy is after him in 
a moment, with, "Please, mister, ^Yon't 
you put that into the ash barrel?" It is 
the same with papers, banana skins, 
orange peel and every other thing that 
the careless throw into the street. The 
young detectives work unpaid. 
They 
are becoming a terror, and the little 
rascals enjoy it. They are organized 
into a league and have badges of office. 
The result is that in the districts where 
they operate, some of the worst in the 
city, the streets aro among the cleanest. 
Here is au idea tliat ought to be talicn 
up by every schoolteacher and munici- 
pal officer in this land. 


The Humane aKSociation of Ntw York 
may po.sses.s its .soul in patience and at- 
tend to the cmc'lties practiced on animals 
in its ov,-n state. The Atlanta exposi- 
tion authorities are not to have real 
bullfights at tho .sliow, alfhongh real 
matadors and toreadors and genuine 
bulls are to Lo introduced. If tho ad- 
mirable Humano society had informed 
itself better, it would IKH-O discovered 
that there were to be only sham bull- 
fights during tho exposition. 
Tho Hu-

agiiinst a .sham cavalry fight, snch as 
is sonietime.s given by our soldiers, as 
against tho Atlanta bulllights.

Humors of the English Klcctions. 
It is to bo hoped that British editors 
Xi-all be edified by the comments of the 
Arjiorican press on the .scenes that took 
pliice at tho ])arliamentary election.s. It 
ha.'i so huig been tho custom for British 
ne''«"spapers to make solenm and high 
flown criticisms on American corrup- 
tioa and political methods that Ameri- 
can criticism of tho brutality and out- 
rageous conduct of their own free bom 
John Bull voters will produce a sensa- 
tion unexpected. It is to be hoped the 
American editors will keep it up till a 
slight stinging effcct is produced on tho 
tough British hide. It is to bo hoped, 
too, tl v.it tho American funny papers will 
make tilie most of tliis rare opportunity 
for fun. 


First there is that eminent author and 
refined gentleman, H. Rider Haggard, 
who loves to exalt the beauty of old 
England, and tho fine national spirit. 
Mr. Hafgard was not exactly hot potted 
in his campaign for a se.it in tho British 
paidiamcjit, but lie was dead catted, so 
to speak. No imaginary Africans in the 
unknown 
gold mountains ever used 
white mcr'. more rougJily tljan Haggard 
was used by his own fellow country- 
men. 
Stcnies and mud were flung at 
him when ho tried to make speeches, 
and a youjjg lady who sat iu his car- 
riage had lier head cut with a brick- 
bat. Mr. Haggard was trying to get into 
parliament on tlie Conservative side 
when he was treated in this ignomini- 
ous manner. Not only that, but he was 
beaten for parliament as welL 
He is a 
sadder and a wiser man. 


That spirit of British fair play which 
we hear so much about makes no dis- 
crimination on account of sex when it 
once starts out "to 'eave 'arf a brick." 
Lady Harcourt, who got plastered with 
mud till "some of it ran down her 
neck," is an American, daughter of no 
less a disitnguished individual than the 
late John Lothrop Motley, the historian, 
and at one time minister of the United 
States to England. One party of British 
fireemen were so enraged because tlieir 
candidate was defeated that they took 
it out on poor Lady Mountmorres. She 
was just entering her carriage with her 
husband when a free and independent 
British voter c.xclaimed, "She's the one 
that done it." Then he gave her a blow 
in the face with his fist, for all the 
world as if she had been his own wife, 
and over she went. 
The playful tap 
knocked the senses out of her, and it 
was some time before her ladyship re- 
gained consciousness. 
On the whole, it 
will be seen that there is nothing lik« 
the English spirit of fair play. 


Fortunate Sacramento. 


The completion of the work by which 
the falls of the American river, 24 miles 
from Sacramento, will be made to fur- 
nish in time all the mechanical power 
needed in that city marks an era in 
electrical development. It is a prophecy 
of the future of all cities in America 
and in civilization. The fact that power 
for a whole city can be conveyed from 
the water force of even a small river 24 
miles shows what can be successfully 
accomplished in case of a greater water 
flow. 
Nor will it be necessary much 
longer to utilize only the power from 
waterfalls. The natural currents of riv- 
ers can furnish unlimited power when 
man learns how to make them do it, 
and that will not be long. 


Sacramento began by running street 
cars with her new electrical power. No 
huge coal furnaces or steam engines are 
necessary to generate the electricity. 
Only dynamos of the proper siza As 
soon as connections can be made all the 
manufacturiiig of the city will be car- 
ried on through this same clean, power- 
ful and economical agent. A new city, 
a suburb of Sacramento, will quickly 
spring up round the falls whence the 
power is derived. Manufacturing plants 
will be started there. 
Nor is this all 
Not only will street cars and industrial 
plants be run by this mighty servant of 
man. 
Sacramento will soon get all her 
light and heat for household needs from 
the magio currents that flow from the 
falls of the little American river. Hap- 
py Sacramento I 


Congratulations to Georgia.

pletely destroyed.

T H E PRESIDENT IS ONE OF T H E MOST 


PATIENT OF ANGLERS.

Cleveland 
goes about liis pniiarations in away 
that is cliaractori.-tic! of tiio man. 


"Brad, have you got any good eel- 
skins and soino fre.'^h fiddlers?" is n 
common salutation that his boat .skip- 
per, 
Br;ul Wright, i.-i greeted with, 
which, int(Tpreted. moans that the day 
is to bo dovntoil lo trailing for bluofish, 
down in tho deep vs-atcrs of t::»> bay 
whero tho "blues," weigliiug all the 
way from 'A to S and sometimes 10 or 
1 pounds, now do con.gregato in largo 
numbers. "Fiddlers" on this shore is 
the vernacular for tho tiny single claw- 
ed crabs, which grow to bo about an 
inch long and make lively fish bait 
when u.<ed alive. 


Ho is as.stirod that the baitbox is well 
stored Vv-itli live crabs, eoLslcins, clams, 
tips of red flannei and an assortment of 
fancy tackle, together with the presi- 
dent's fishing garb, tho most noticeable 
portion of which is perhaps tho hat. It 
is a big, very wide brini soft felt hat, 
of a light hue otico, but not so light now 
by fivo or six .shades, while projecting 
from tho brim and all over tho crown 
are hooks and flie.s. 


Sometimes ho varies this hat with 
one of smaller crown, narrower rim and 
of more mod(>rn appoaraiico, the color a 
seal brf)wn oneo and nor lu'ar as badly 
faded. Theso are tho hats which tho 
president wears when on a trouting or 
bass fi.shing expedition up into tho wood- 
lauds to th.o ponds, through Bourne, 
Wareham, Marslipeoor any of the upper 
Cape Cod territory abomuling with fre.sh 
water fisli. Occasionally he will don a 
generously iiroportioned .straw hat for a 
few days' sport out on the bay, asa bet- 
ter protection from the sun's rays. 


A black silk alpaca coat frequently 
covers his back and shoulders, worn 
lo(XS(;ly in front aiid frequently unbut- 
toned. Ligh.t gray vest and trousers and 
wide toed shoes completo tho outfit, a 
rig for comfort first, without regard for 
who may see or what they find to com- 
ment upon iu the ensemble thus pre- 
sented. 


Nor does Mr. Cleveland go at his 
sport with nearly the quantity or the 
quality of paraphernalia which the aver- 
ago sportsman from town considers nec- 
essary. When tho fishing ground is reach- 
ed and his boatman has got the lines in 
readine.ss, tho hooks baited and every- 
thing in order, then tho president begins 
his part of the game. Ho holds tho pole. 
Those there are who are givc?ti to criti- 
cism of this style of sport, who are in- 
clined to the belief that the reason the 
president enjoys fishing so well is be- 
cause it requires so little physical exer- 
tion on his part. 
But tho cffect of the 
criticism of that stamp stops right 
there. 


There are other things about his style 
of angling that are models. There may 
be otlier men who fish iu Buzzards Bay 
waters, first aud last, who posse.ss ex- 
ceeding patience, who can posse.ss them- 
selves in quiet for hour after hour with- 
out a nibble, but they have not been 
heard from to date. Mr. Cleveland will 
sit for hours without obtaining so much 
as a bito at his hook, yet he finds no 
fault and apparently seems to enjoy the 
trip exceedingly well. 


He sits polo in hand and ruminates. 
He seems to bo thinking, though ho 
looks a bit stupid, aud that he does a 
deal of hard thinking out on the water 
is certain. 


When a fish come.9 along and gets 
himself fangled up with the president's 
hook, that fisherman lands him inside 
the boat, for ho is an expert at that, and 
tho skipper in the ordinary practice 
throttles the victim, unhooks him, re- 
baits the hook and tos-ce.? it overboard 
that the president may cast out for more 
prey. Mr. Cleveland is quite a different 
sportsman when ti-ailing for bluefish. 
Ho has to be to catch any fish. It is ex- 
citing, activo sport. 


. When a big "blue" is booked, it re- 
quires a great deal of main strength to 
poll the fish, two or three pounds of lead 
sinker and from 100 to 300 feet of heavy 
line. It is a case of work then, or to 
acknowledge downright, positive, un- 
sportsmanlike lazinf s. Mr. Cleveland 
is gamy at such a time and pulls some- 
what moderately, but a long steady pull, 
which usually lands the fish. 


People who go down to Hog island, 
off the Wareham shore, or to Cleveland 
ledge, off tho lower Bourne shore, the 
favorite fi.shing spots of the upper sec- 
tion of the bay, to get a good look at the 
head of tho nation in tho act of his su • 
premo enjoyment obtain different im- 
pressions. 


For instance, one man returns from a 
trip down the bay and pronounces the 
president a boor because he did not re- 
turn his salutation when he took off his 
hat and salaamed at tlio executive as a 
Chinaman would at his joss. 
Another 
c.iniG back with au entirely different 
tale. 


"I saw the president down tho Nar- 
rows today," says ono fi.sherman. "Ho 
was looking good natured, aud we got 
up pretty close to his boat gradualh-, 
and tho first thing I knew, when I was 
expecting every minuto ho would yell 
at us to keep off and not .scare all the 
fish away from his hook, somebody sang 
out to us. It was the pre.sidcnt's boat- 
man. 
Ho wanted to know if we'd got 
any extra fresh clam bait. I had sonif!, 
and what do you s'poso I did? I gavo 
em the whole lot of it and said I'd got 
all the fish I wanted and was going homo 
pretty quick. 


"Grovor melted then. He .sang out to 
mc that we'd better stay down awhile 
longer, so long as they wore biting good 
and keep bait enough for it. Well, that 
axed it with me. I'd have given him 
the boat right there if I hadn't needed 
it to get ashoro with. "

fishing" in Hog Island Narrows, below 
Gray Gables, anchored off tlie rocks, 
and seated in his eatboat, tho Rtith, 
thoroughly enjoying him.--elf, a .smile of 
coutoutr.ieut hovering abotit his face. A

Wheel tho machine up any hill the 
mounting of which on the wheel causes 
any real effort. 


See that the clothing round the stom- 
fwh, neck and chest is loose. 


Have the handle bar sufficiently raised 
to prevent stooping. 


Be sparing of taking fluids during a 
long ride. Rinsing the mouth thorough- 
ly with cold water will quench the 
thirst as well as taking fluids into the 
stomach in largo quantities. 


Except the v.'iud, road, etc., be favor- 
able never ride moro than ten miles an 
hour, except for very .sh.ort distances. 


Never smoke whilo riding. 
Attention to these points will tend to 
relieve the pressure on the right side of 
tho heart, breathlessness will largely be 
prevented, and even persons with cer- 
tain forms of heart diseaso may ride 
with safety.

A most distressing 
accident hap- 
pened OP the Pittsburg road at 2:30 
o'clock this morning. The Ecene of the 
disaster waa Stark siding, two miles 
east of Canton, Ohio, where a freight 
train was wrecked. 
Three men lost 
their lives and five more are now lying 
in the Aultman hospital at Canton, 
more or less maimed for life. The 
train, an extra freight west bound, 
broke in two at the summit of a hill 
and the rear section dashed into the 
front end when the engineer 6t6i)ped 
for water at the tank at the foot of the 
bill. 
Eight cars were smashed into 
kindlingwood and piled up in a heap 
upon the road, blocking both

completely for two hours.

poor fellows escaped ipjury, though 
only three were killed outright.

A Fatnoas Tree. 


Tho old Dartmouth pine tree, one of 
the oldest and most historic emblems of 
Dartmouth college, has been cut down. 


It was one of those relics so intimate- 
ly associated with Dartmouth as to be 
s;icred to "very man ever within her 
halls. Therild tree had resisted the fury 
of siorins and v>-inds for over a century. 
Twico it was struck by lightning. In 
1802 a tornado made havoc with it. 
One main limb was severed and the 
trunk badly damaged, but every means 
of lu-eservation was adopted, and it has 
stood until the present time. Last spring 
it died. 


Tlio ancient tree wa.s 71 feet high, 
and, by tho rings, approximately 125 
years old.

American Heiress, 


Tlio friends of Baron Harden-Hickey 
in this city are deeph* interested in tl\e 
report that Great Britain has asserted 
her sovereignty over the island of Trini- 
dad. Baron Harden-Hickey married Mi;-s 
Flagler of New York. He is Prince of 
Trinidad, having 
conferred tho title 
upon himself. 


It is true ho notified tho governments 
of tho world that he was going to do it, 
and that none of them otrered any ob- 
jection. The baron claims to own tho is- 
land. Ho has e.'tabli.shed a government 
there and is supposed to bo living there 
now in regal splendor. 


About a year ago tho baron opened a 
"chancellerie" in this citj' and issued 
circulars in French, asking young men 
of means to accoyipany him to his is- 
land. In the.so circulars ho announced 
himself as absolute monarch of the is- 
land. 


Ho painted alluring pictures of the 
vast amount of money to bo mado by 
shipping guano and turtles to New 
York. 


Baron Harden-Hickcy went down to 
Trinidad last summer. 
Shortly after- 
ward letters bearing the postage stamps 
ho had printed were olfered for sale 
cheap at the stamp dealers. 
The assist- 
ant superintendent of foreign mails at 
the postoffice said that tliero was no 
mail connection of the principality of 
Trinidad. 


Trinidad lies off th( Brazilian coast 
and is nothing btit a 
oral rock rising 
straiglit out of the ocean, with a valley 
in its center, in which a hot spring rises 
with such force as to cause a cloud of 
steam to hang like a veil over the rock 
at all times. 
There is no harbor, and 
the only inhabitants are tho few Ameri- 
cans and Frenchmen who went there 
with Baron Harden-Hickey last year.— 
New York Journal. 


G I A N T 
C O R N . 


Samples of a Wonderful Spccies Recently 
Had From Pern. 


Samples of corn of a giant species 
have been obtained from Peru by the 
department of agriculture. 
Tho gi-ains 
are four times the size of those of or- 
dinary maize, and Secretary Morton be- 
lieves that the plant may be turned to 
most valuable account in this country. 
It is very prolific and bears ears of hugo 
dimensions. The species is quite distinct 
from any known in North America, and 
the name Zea am^-lacea lias been given 
to it. All of our corn comes under the 
head of Zea mais. Professor E. L. Stnr- 
tevant is now making a .stiidy of this re- 
markable Peruvian cereal, with a view 
to finding out how it may bo cultivated 
most advantageously. 


The grains are extraordinarily starchy, 
even for corn; hence the name amylacea. 
Already ten distinct varieties of the 
.species have been a.'-^certained. 
One of 
them would probably bo excellent for 
canning, inasiimch as it contains an un- 
usual percentage of .sugar. It has been 
named Zea amylacea saccharata. Un- 
doubtedly tho species is derived from 
the samo source as the maizo of the 
United States. All known varieties of 
thi.scereal, it is believed, came original- 
ly from the Zea tunicata, or "clothed" 
corn, which still grows wild in Mexico. 
Each grain on an ear of thJs primitive 
maizo is inclosed in a little husk.—Bos- 
ton Transcript. 


A Lighthouse Heroine. 


An honored visitor to Eastport, Me., 
is a young lady of bravo fame—Miss 
Bnrta Grace Boyd, known as the Grace 
Darling of the St. Croix, who has charge 
of tho Ledge light, situated about sis 
miles below St. Stephen, and who won 
her worthy title 12 years ago by saving, 
alone and unaided, two young sailors 
from certain death, a deed of bravery 
recognized by the Dominion 
govern- 
ment, which presented her with a Vv'ell 
equipped lifeboat and a gold watch. 
Miss Boyd is the daughter of Captain 
John Boyd, for years keeper of the light. 
Since his death Miss Boyd has faithful- 
ly performed the keeper's duties. She is 
de.scribed as a petite body, whom ono 
would never credit with stifficiont phys- 
ical prowess for tlie deeds sho lias done.

Judge Taylor 
holds that

tion under this c'aufe unless the de- 
fi'tdant is shown to have 
violated 
every provision in a particular section. 
In other words he holds that a section 
ii^ not violated until it i« violated in 
every part. 
L'nder this ruling it 
would be no violation of section 2 
for a saloonki^eper to have partitions 
in his room unless he also had de- 
vices for amusement, and music, and 
so of the prohibitory clauses in the 
other sections. 
Where the intent of a 
law is as plain as it is in this caee, 
courts should not try to wrest words 
from their natural meaniDii. The penal 
clause in section 4 might have been 
better expressed aud more explicit, but 
its meaning is plain enough tor any- 
body but a quibble;-. It doe^ not take a 
lawyer to see that each prohibitory 
ciati'so in sections 2, 3 and 4 constitutes 
a separate offense, and that the penalty 
is intended to apply to the violation of 
either.

In other words, ii 
u dealer violates one or more of the 
provisions of either of these sections 
and does not violate all the provisions 
of such section hs cannot be convicted 
of any of them. The penal clause in 
section four, which also applies to sec- 
tions two and three, reads as follows: 
"Upon conviction for the violation of 
this or either of the foregoing sections," 
etc 
As nn illustration of the effect ol 


the opinion section two may be cited. 
There are three_aeparate nnd distinct 
offenses contained therein, as follows: 
'Prohibiting any other busiuezs in ihe 
same room with a saloon, prohibitinj; 
»ny device for amusement or music, 
and prohibiting partitions." The court 
holds that if tho dealer violates either 
one or two of these Bad not the third, 
under the wording of the penal clause 
in section four, ho cannot be convicted 
of any of them. The state gave notice 
of appeal to the supreme court. Lamb 
and Seasley and Hamill represented 
the contestants and Prosecutor Huston 
the state. 


In commenting upon the defective- 


ness of the penal clause in the law the 
court said: "It is well enough for lav- 
men to stand and abuse the courts for. 
falling to sustain laws paased by the 
legislature through what theso laymen 
are pleased to denominate technicali- 
ties, but it is lor better that men's 
rights and liberties should be protected 
by the integrity of the courts by hold- 
ing strict construction in passing upon 
the provisions of criminal enactments, 
thus rendering the criminal laws of 
our country stable and uniform, than 
that a species of carelessness and loose- 
neon, or ignorance ia many cases, bn 
upheld in legislators, who have come, 
it Bfems, in later yesrg to regard more, 
it is feared, the interests of private ron. 
cerns, rathei than the interests of the 
general public, which they are sent and 
sworn to represent; and if it is the pab 
lie will, and n is right they should 
that a malady such as this one should 
be regulated and restrained, they must 
send representatives io make their laws 
with both the capacity and integrity to 
draft them and the moral courage to 
enact them when properly draftedi 
and, until this is done, let no man cen- 
sure courts or justice for striking down 
in effect the provision of a law attempt 
ed.

Have the crowds 
flocked to our 


July ends with the cash balance in 


the United States treasury within 
$1,000,000 of the amount held at the be- 
ginning of the month. 
The semi- 


annual interest payments, and the 
other extra expenditures which always 
come in July, were expected to make 
the expenses of the government several 
millions more than the receipts, but 
the improvement in the revenues has 
been sufficient to keep tne July deficit 
below $1,000,000. 
The snarling critics 


of the administration, who declared 
that the good showing for June was 
made by poatponing payments which 
should hare been made ia that month 
until July, will find it difficult to ex- 
plain how the July expenditures were 
kept so near the month's revenues. To 
the unprejudiced the caso is a simple 
one 
The government is being mart- 


aged economically and the improve- 
ment in general business is increasing 
the revenues of the treasury 
from 


nearly every source. 


It is probable that from this lime 


forward every month's receipts will he 
more than sufficient to meet the ex- 
penditures and that there will be no 
more monthly deficits for the treasury 
department to report to the country. 


The gold reaeive hss fluctuated but 


4igb,tly during the month. 
The treai- 


ury holds today 107} millions in gold 
available for the redemption of treasury 
notes and "legal tenders,'1 besides about 
fifty millions against which gold certifi- 
cates have been issued. There is no 
disposition anywhere to send notes to 
the treasury lor redemption. 
Bankers 


are still inclined to hold gold and make 
payments to the government in other 
forms of money, but that disposition 
also will vanish when the fundi in 
banks get into use in the natural course 
of business and a fair proportion of pay- 
ments to the government will be made 
in gold, so that the gold reserve may be 
expected to increase slowly, but steadi- 
ly, before very long. That will still 
farther strengthen confidence, already 
well established by the maintenance of 
the reserve above 100 millions for some 
months past. 


The government's financial difficul- 


ties are at an end. There will be no 
more deficita, and no more need of ex- 
traordinary measures to maintain the 
stability of the national currency, and 
everybody is glad of it except the peaai- 
mists and partisans who would rather 
see the national treasury in atrails than 
to see their theories of finance and

A most distressing accident hap 


pened on the Pittsburg road at 2:30 
o'clock this morning. The ecene of the 
disaster waa Stark Biding, two miles 
east of Canton, Ohio, where a freighl 
train was wrecked. Three men lost 
their lives and five more are now lying 
in the Aultman hospital at Canton, 
more or less maimed for life. The 
train, an extra freight west bound, 
broke in two at the summit of a hill 
and the rear section dashed into the 
front end when the engineer etfyped 
for water at the tank at the foot of the 
bill, Eight cars were smashed into 
kindlingwood and piled up in a heap 
upon the road, blocking both tracks 
completely (or two hours. 


Among those wrecked waa an empty 


boz car in which were a number of 
men stealing a ride. Not one of tbe 
poor fellows escaped injury, though 
only three were killed outright. 


Only one of the dead has BO far been 


identified. Hie name was Thomas Col- 
lins 
The names of the other two dead 


men could not be discovered, as they 
had nothing in their pockets by which 
they could be identified. Mike Moran 
is so badly injured that he cannot re- 
cover. Four of the others are also 
badly irjured, bnt they will all recover.

Samples of a Wonderful Species Recently 


Had From I'era. 


Samples of corn of a giant species, 


have been obtained fiom Peru by the 
department of agriculture. Tho grains 
are four times tho size of tho«o of or- 
dinaiy maize, and Secretary Morton be- 
lieves that tho plant may be turned to 
most valuable account in" this country. 
It is very prolific and hears ears of lingo 
dimensions. The species is quite distinct 
from any known in North America, and 
the name Ze.i aniylacen has been given 
to"Tit. All of our coin comes under tho 
head of Zea mais Professor E. L. Stnr- 
tevaut is now making ;\ study of this re- 
markable Pemvian ceieal, with a view 
to finding out how it may bo cultivated 
most advantageously 


Tho grains are exhaordin.irily starchy, 


even for com; henca the name imiylacea. 
Already ten distinct viviotics of the 
species hftvo been af-ceit.iincd. Ono of 
them would probably be excellent for 
canning, imsnmuh as it contains an un- 
usual peiceutage of fciigar. It has been 
named Zea amylacea wiechariitn. Un- 
doubtedly tho species is domed from 
tho same source as the ni;nzo of the 
United States. All known vaneties of 
tlusceu-al, it is believed, came original- 
ly from tho Zea tumcala, m "clothed" 
coin, which still glows wild in Mexico. 
Each giain on nil ear of this primitive 
maiyo is inclosed inn little husk.—Bos- 
ion Transcript.

The decision ol Judca Taylor, of 


Terre Hnute, construing certain sec- 
tions 
of the 
Nicholson law, is a 


good illustration of legal quibbling. 
Sections 2, 3 and 4 of the law 
each 
contain 
several 
prohibitory 


clau'e=, and declare the prohibited 
things unlawful, and Section 4 flays: 
"Upon conviction for the violation o! 
this or either of the foregoing sec 
tions of this act 
the 
defendant 


ahull be fined," etc 
Judge Taylor 


holds that there can ba no convic- 
tion under this clause unless the de- 
fendant is shown to have violated 
every provision in a particular section. 
In other words he holds that a section 
ir) not violated until it is violated in 
every part. 
Under this ruling it 


would be no violation of section 2 
for a saloonkeeper to have partitions 
in his room unless he also bad de- 
vices for amuse-mant, and music, and 
so of the prohibitory clauses in the 
other sections 
Where the intent of a 


law is as plain BE it is in this caee, 
courts should not try to wrest words 
from their natural meaning. The penal 
clause in section 4 might have been 
better expressed and more explicit, but 
Ha meaning is plain enough (or any- 
body but a quibbler. Ij. does not take a 
lawyer to see that each prohibitory 
clause in sections 2, 3 and 4 constitutes 
a separate offense, and that the penalty 
is intended to apply to the violation of 
either.

NICHOLSON LAW. 


Judxu Tuylor Holds llio Peiiattj 


CIiuiHo U l>ufuutivo. 


TKHM lUcrt, Ind., Aug 1>— Judge 


Taylor, of the circuit court, jeaicnlHj 
gave tho Siciiclflon law a hard blow by 
deciding two teat cues adversely lo Ihu 
Btaluto.

Judge Taylor'n ujiiniun, which many 


sell, hna cauied much adverse comment 
and considerable ridicule. It I* pre- 
dicted freely that tbc supremo court 
will reverse it. 


The court did not pa» upon the con- 


stitutionality of the law, but held tbnt 
it waa in opera I. vo because of a blunder 
Of tha legislature in tho wording of Ibo 
penal cUme of tho act 
Tho court 


holds that before there may .be a con- 
viction under aection txo, three or lour 
tho indictment or information must 
charge tho violation ot all the provis- 
ions of tbo suction under which the 
charge is made. In other wurds, il 
A dealer violates one or more of the 
provisions of either of Ihcso sections 
and doe* not violate all tho provisions 
of auoh section he cannot be convicted 
of any of them. The penal duune in 
section four, which also applies to sec- 
tions two and three, rer'laaa fallow*: 
'Upon conviction for Ihe- violation of 
this or either of the lore-going tectioni," 
elo. Anna illustration of Hie elTect ol 
.he opinion section two may be cited.
